AMENDMENT 1 TO THE PEFENSE INDUSTRIAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT

rf/i'Wh^ Government of tne United States of America and the 
ptjvarrunent of the Hellenic Republic, hereinafter referred to as 
**t:jie Parties", signed a Oefanse Industrial Cooperation Agreement 
(DICA) which entered into force on November 10, 1936. The 
Governments agree to extend the DICA, together with its related 
annexes, and to amond the DICA a« follows : 



Add at the end of Article II of the DICA: 

5, The Parties -jrree to discuss measures to limit any 
Adverse effects cf offsets that way have a negative 
impact on che d*£*ns« induscrial base of «aeh country- 

Article XI Of the DICA is emended to read as follows: 

1. This Agreement shall enter into force vpon 
si&nature by both Parti es and shall remain in force for 
an initial period of rive years. Ac Che And of the 
initial five year period, the Agreement $h*ll continue 
in force for another five years, and will "automatically 
renew for successive five year periods unless 
terminated by either Party on sxx month / e notice. 
However, notwithstanding the preceding sentence , this 
agreement shall remein in force only for so lone as the 
1990 Mutval Defense Cooperation Agreement fthe 
successor to the 19 B3. Defense and economic Cooperation 
Agreement;, or any successor Agreement r .remains in 
force.
